supper. 
The shock knocked Ethel Kump 
from her chair, and stunned her 
momentarily, but she quickly re­ 
covered 
A beagle hound on the 
potch of the dwelling was killed by 
the bolt. 
Leaving the table. Mrs 
Kump 
went into the living room where 
she noticed fire around the radio 
She then ran outside and discov­ 
ered the roof in flames despite the 
heavy rain which was failing at the 
time. 
Sheltered In Shed 
Mrs. Kump got her family out of 
the houae as quickly as possible and 
put them in

while she went to Sheely s home 
for lier husband. 
Some furniture, Including an or- 
grn, table and cook stove

WOULD RAISE 
SCHOOL BUDGET 


Governor 
Pinchot 
Tuesday ve­ 
toed the bill of Senator Prince, 
Cumberland county, which would 
have raised the population limits 
of fourth-class school districts from 
5000 to 6000. and would have con­ 
tinued thirty-six districts 
in 
the 
state In their former status with 
higher 
appropriations 
than 
they 
will receive as third-class districts. 
Gettysburg is one of tile 36 dis­ 
tricts affected by 
the 
governors 
veto, as it was one of the 61 towns 
in Pennsylvania which was jum p­ 
ed from fourth to third class by 
the 1930 census. 
Should the meas­ 
ure have been signed they would 
have rem ained in the fourth class, 
the population of the district being 
under 6000. 
Of the sixty-one towns which be­ 
came third-class districts, thtrtv- 
six would have remained in the 
fourth class if the bill had been 
approved. 
As 
such 
they 
would 
have retained their 
present 
ap­ 
propriations which are higher than 
they will receive. 
In virtually all 
the towns, a higher tax rate will 
be necessary now. 
Approval of t Im* bill would have 
involved an increase in the school 
budget annually of $200,000 and 
would have created a deficiency of 
$400,000 for the biennium, the gov­ 
ernor said, because the departm ent 
of 
education 
had 
calculated 
Its 
budget on the basis of the sixty- 
one as third-class districts. 
Furtherm ore, the governor said, 
third-class districts are entitled to 
elect a district superintendent and 
only twenty-five of the sixty-one 
districts 
would 
be 
eligible 
/o r 
superintendents if the bill were ap­ 
proved.
